Lower speed violations on 
Foothill Blvd. can be explained 
to a point. The traffic speeds 
vary and the 35 m.p.h. zone at 
the approach to the Euclid Ave. 
intersection might be overlooked 
in heavy traffic if a driver was 
watching cars ahead and behind. 

Many offenders of speed regu- 
lations on the new Ramona free- 
way are operating beyond any 
semblance of sanity. Airplanes 
land at slower speeds than these 
screwballs drive. 

Glancing over a pile on traffic 
tickets the other day the first 
thing I noticed was the number 
for excessive speed. Sandwiched 
in, now and then, was one for a 
parking violation. 

The day started off with a 
San Gabriel driver getting a 
ticket for doing 65 in a 45 mile 
zone on Foothill Blvd. while 
driving westbound. He was a nice 
guy, handed out no guff and 
signed his ticket without pro- 
test. In fact, he acted hurt to 
think he had goofed. - 

A few minutes later a Ban- 
ning driver eastbound on Foot- 
hill was hauled up for doing 50 
through the 35 m.p.h. zone at 
the Euclid intersection. He was 
born in 1898 but looked 20 years 
younger. Like the majority of 
offenders he was worried at his 
own blunder and lamely ex- 
cused himself because he didn’t 
see ‘‘the sign marking the 35 


* m-p.h. zone. 


The next presentation went to 
a San Diego driver who missed 
the red light at Euclid while 
eastbound on Foothill. He claim- 
ed: to have had the green light. 
and signed the ticket -with an 
air of violated innocence. 

The next was one of those 
mixed-up-kids. He was_ south- 
bound on Euclid in the north- 
bound lane. He came off the 
freeway westbound and turned 
south in the first lane. He was 
stopped south of the bridge and 
briefed on divided driveways. 

While this was going on a 
patrolman on the new freeway 
was finding out how much speed 
the manufacturers packed in a 
Pontiac. He chased a San Ber- 
nardino driver west from Grove 
Ave. to ‘beyond Central and 
clocked him doing more. than 70 
in a 55 mile zone. There was: an 
attempt at denial but finally with 
a resigned shrug the driver sign- 
ed the ticket.. ! 

The next run was longer. The 
chase started at Euclid and end- 
ed at Alexander Ave. The Los 
Angeles driver was surprised to 
tears when he learned how fast 
he was traveling. ‘‘Oh, yes,” he 
said, ‘‘I must have been con- 
centrating deeply on some busi- 
ness matter and failed to notice 
the speedometer.”’ 

He was given a ticket and a 
few traffic instructions to keep 
him sharp for the next leg of 
his journey. His speed was 
clocked at 75 m.p.h. 

A Baldwin Park driver fouled 
up while entering the new free- 
way westbound from Euclid. He 
failed to stop before crossing the 
southbound lane. He was billed 
accordingly. 

‘A 19-year-old Altadena youth 
on the new freeway was playing 
the part of an escapee from the 
Indianapolis speedway and pas- 
sed nine cars, cutting in and out 
of the line of traffic, while trying 
to run the figures off the speed- 
ometer. He was brought to earth 
at Mills Ave. after a chase from 
Euclid. ‘ 

Top speed of the day on the 
new freeway was chalked up 
against a Palos Verde driver who 
was cited for 90 m.p.h? but was 
clocked at a top speed of 100. 
The police Pontiac was straining 
its exhaust pipe before the chase 
ended at Etiwanda Ave. The 
Starting line was at the Euclid 
Ave. overpass. 

During the same day a Hes- 
pera driver was handed a ticket 
for doing 85 m.p.h. on Foothill 
between Campus and Central.

Leader To Be 
Lions Speaker 


Legal right to require a loyaity 
oath from public employes and 
the legal machinery to oust com- 
munists from schools will be dis- 
cussed by Harold Kennedy at 
ithe meeting of the Upland Lions 
club at noon today. Mr. Kennedy 
is counsel for Los Angeles county 
and prior to his present position 
he was a deputy in the office 
and a deputy district attorney.
